Note Qu the Aalhors of the Specific Names hi John Whitens ' Journal 
of a Voi/wje to New South Wales^^ 1700. 

The descriptions and names of animals discovered b}" John White 
have usually been attributed by later writers to the discoverer. If, 
however, we closely examine the book this is found not to be the 
case. 

In the Advertisement (sig. a 2) the editor returns his grateful 
thaidcs to Dr. Smith, Dr. Shaw, and John Hunter, whose abilities 
and communications have enabled him to surmount those dithculties 
that necessarily attended the description of so great a variety of 
animals. 

With regard to the plants, the fact that they were described by 
J. E. Smith seems doubtful if wo read the sentence on p. 221 ; but 
Mr. CaiTUthers kindly informs me that the evidence of Robert 
Drown on this point is indisputable (Prod. Flor. IN'. Holland, 1810, 
p. 882). Mr. Carriitbers also suggests that the authors probably 
sent their MS. descriptions to the editor (? unknown), who worked 
them into his editorial text without individual acknowledgment. 

With regard to the animals, George Shaw, in his * General 
Zoology,’ expressly stated that he himself described the following 
species for the first time in White’s ‘ Journal ’ : — Motacilla austraUs, 
Lacerta scincoldes^ L.'miirlcata^ ^ L. taniiolata, L. platnra^ Falco albas, 
Corvus (jracidhius. Coitus an s^. rails ; and as these occur here and 
there among other speeies, we may reasonably assume the following 
to be by the same author : — Fullca alba, Caprumdpus crlstatus, 
liana c^‘ ridea, Frocellaria fullpinosa, Lacerta varia, ChatoJon arma- 
tasy Mo lellla saperba, M. pusilla, PslHacm pusillas, 1\ discolor, 
Labrus cyprinactns, Lophias dubius, Spams compressus, Mall us 
fasclatus, Ballstes granulatas, Aiherina australis; for on p. 2G0 we 
are told that John Huuter deseribed the animals [Mammals] which 
follow, and to these no specific names have been given.
